MILLIONS of fans across 
the world were mourning 
football genius George 
Best last night. 

The sporting legend lost his 
fight for life after spending his 
final hours listening to family 
and friends reliving their golden 
times together. 

Today, players and fans at every 
Premiership and Football League 
match will stand for a minute’s 
silence in tribute to Bestie, 59. 

The star hailed by many as the 
greatest player of all time will be 
buried next Friday in his native 
Belfast in the family plot beside his 
mother Ann.

Fans had begun gathering outside 
London’s private Cromwell Hospital 
from dawn, creating a shrine of 
flowers and football shirts. 

Best’s fighting spirit had seen him 
battle on through the night, but his 
frail body finally succumbed to mul- 
tiple organ failure at 12.55pm. 

Minutes later, his devastated son 
Calum emerged with the rest of the 
family to announce his dad had died. 

Calum, who had stayed up all night 
with Best’s 87-year-old dad Dickie 
and the star’s brother and sisters, 
fought back tears as he said: “Not 
only have I lost my dad but we've all 
lost a wonderful man.”

“thousands and thousands” of peo- 
ple who sent cards and e-mails. 

She praised Professor Roger 
Williams, 74, who carried out a life- 
saving liver transplant three years 
ago on Best, a long-term alcoholic. 

The star’s agent and long-time 
friend Phil Hughes, 45, broke down 
in tears as he said: “He has gone 
somewhere now where no one can 
hurt him any more. He is safe now.” 

Moments after news of Best's 
death flashed around the world, trib- 
utes began pouring in. 

England captain David Beckham, 
30, said: “As a Manchester United 
fan I always saw George Best as a 
football legend. 

“It was a proud moment for me

him. He is one of the greatest play- 
ers to have ever graced the game.” 

Best’s second wife, Alex, 33, said 
she would always miss the man she 
called the love of her life. 

Alex - who had not visited Best on 
his death bed because she felt it 
would upset his family following 
their bitter divorce — said: “George 
was a unique and talented person 
who made a lot of people very happy. 

“I will always miss him.” 

Another ex-team-mate, Sir Bobby 
Charlton, 68, said: “Anyone that wit- 
nessed what George could do on the 
pitch wished they could do the same. 


“He made an immense contribu- 
tion to the game, and enriched the 
lives of everyone that saw him play.” 

Manchester United manager Sir 
Alex Ferguson, 63, said: “He has left 
us with a million memories, all of 
them good ones.” 

Gordon Taylor, head of the Profes- 
sional Footballers’ Association, 
called Best “a footballing pop star” 
during the heady era of the Beatles. 

Best was admitted to hospital on 
October 1 suffering from a flu-like 
infection.

EXPERTS have come up 


with a magic formula 
that proves beer goggles 
really do exist. 

We've all long suspected that 
a few drinks can make even 
the ugliest of people look like 
supermodels. 

Now researchers at Manchester 
University say they’ve proved it’s 
all true. And they’ve worked out 
the formula that’s led to some of 
the most regrettable one-night 
stands across the country. 


Light 

Alcohol plays the key role — 
upping your intake changes the 
beer goggle effect from barely 
registering to off the scale. 

But it’s not the only factor that 
counts. The level of light in the 
pub or club, the drinker’s own

eyesight, the smokiness of the 
room and the distance between 
two people all add to the effect. 
Nathan Efron, Professor of 
Clinical Optometry at the 
University of Manchester, said: 
“The beer goggle effect isn’t sole- 
ly dependent on how much alco- 


hol a person consumes. There are 
other influencing factors. 

“For instance, a person with 
poor vision in a very smoky bar 
will experience a beer goggle 
effect close to someone who has 
had eight pints in a well-lit room.” 

The formula, given below, can 
be used to work out a final beer 
goggles score.

means there is no beer goggle 
effect — an ugly person looks ugly. 

A score of one to 50 means 
there’s a slight effect, making a 
minger slightly less “visually 
offensive”. 

A score of 51 to 100 gives mod- 
erate beer goggles. An unappeal- 
ing person becomes attractive. 

And a score of more than 100 
gives you serious beer goggles, 
enough to turn Waynetta Slob 
into gorgeous Kelly Brook, 26. 


The research was commis- 
sioned by top eyecare firm 
Bausch & Lomb PureVision after 
a survey of more than 1,000 
SpeedDater members. 

To avoid beer goggles, Speed- 
Dater recommends sticking to a 
well-lit room, keeping a distance 
of 3ft and boozing in moderation. 

But we reckon it’s too 
late for some celebs, who 
may well have had beer 
goggles on when search- 
ing for a partner.
